My  Lord  Provost  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  offer  myself  as  a candidate  for  the 
post  of  Bacteriologist  to  the  Corporation  of  Glasgow. 

I am  twenty-six  years  of  age.  I graduated  M.B.,  C.M.  in 
the  University  of  Glasgow  in  July,  1896. 

From  October,  1896,  till  September,  1897,  I was  resident 
in  the  Western  Infirmary,  being  House  Physician  to  Dr.  Tennent, 
and  House  Surgeon  to  Professor  Buchanan  for  periods  of  six 
months. 

I then  studied  Bacteriology  under  the  late  Dr.  Coats, 
Professor  of  Pathology,  University  of  Glasgow,  until  January, 
1898,  when  I went  to  Berlin. 

While  in  Berlin  I first  took  the  Bacteriological  Course  under 
Professors  Rubner  and  Gunther  in  the  Hygienic  Institute, 
until  the  end  of  February,  and  thereafter  studied  in  the  labora- 
tory of  Dr.  Piorkowski,  where  I paid  special  attention  to  the 
Bacteriology  of  the  infectious  fevers,  and  to  the  Chemical  and 
Bacteriological  examination  of  food  stuffs,  air,  soil,  water,  and 
milk. 

As  the  result  of  my  work  on  milk,  I published  a paper  in 
the  Deutsche  Medicinsche  Wochenschrift  on  a hitherto  undescribed 
bacillus. 

On  returning  from  Berlin  I pursued  my  Bacteriological  studies 
under  the  late  Professor  Coats,  conducting  for  him,  among  other 
work,  an  investigation  into  the  Bacillus  of  Hepatic  Cirrhosis  of 
Adami.  I also  acted  as  demonstrator  in  Professor  Coats'  post- 
graduate class  of  Bacteriology  held  in  September,  1898. 


In  October,  1898,  I became  pupil-assistant  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Glasgow,  and  during  my  six  months  of 
pupil-assistantship  conducted  the  bacteriological  investigations 
incidental  to  the  work  of  the  department. 

I am  at  present  Resident  Assistant  Physician  in  Belvidere 
Fever  Hospital,  having  joined  the  staff  on  1st  April  of  this  year. 

I append  testimonials  in  favour  of  my  candidature  from 
various  of  my  teachers  and  others  who  have  had  opportunity 
of  observing  my  work. 

I regret  that  I am  unable  to  present  a testimonial  from  the 
late  Professor  Coats,  as  almost  immediately  aft^r  the  termination 
of  my  work  for  him  he  was  seized  with  what  proved  to  be  his 
last  illness.  I append,  however,  in  place  of  this,  a testimonial 
from  Dr.  Sutherland,  his  chief  assistant,  who  can  speak  to  the 
work  done  by  me  in  the  Pathological  Institute. 

I am  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  management  and  equip- 
ment of  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Laboratories. 

If  appointed  to  the  post  of  Bacteriologist,  I shall  endeavour, 
to  the  best  of  my  abilities,  to  fulfil  the  duties  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Corporation.

Long  and  intimate  personal  acquaintance  with  Dr.  J.  Campbell 
M‘Clure  and  close  association  with  him  in  pathological  work  in 
recent  years,  afford  me  ample  opportunity  of  judging  of  his  worth 
and  of  his  work. 

As  a student,  Dr.  M‘Clure  showed  a distinct  bias  towards 
Pathology,  and  was  awarded  by  the  late  Professor  Joseph  Coats 
a special  prize  for  work  done  in  the  class  of  Practical  Pathology. 

After  graduating  in  1896  and  during  his  residence  in  the 
Western  Infirmary,  Dr.  M‘Clure  continued  to  manifest  a more 
than  common  interest  in  Pathology  and  Bacteriology,  and 
materially  assisted  in  the  post-mortem  investigation  of  several 
more  or  less  obscure  manifestations  of  disease. 

After  leaving  Hospital  he  came  to  the  Pathological  Institute 
of  the  Western  Infirmary  as  a private  worker,  and  for  3 months 
devoted  most  of  his  time  to  study  in  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory. 
He  was  thus  already  familiar  with  all  the  common  methods 
employed  in  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Research,  when,  in 
January  1898,  he  went  to  Berlin.  After  working  in  the  Hygienic 
Institute  there  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Carl  Gunther,  he 
entered  the  Laboratory  of  Dr.  Piorkowski,  and  for  several  months 
devoted  himself  assiduously  to  the  study  of  Bacteriology  and 
Bacteriological  Chemistry,  more  particularly  in  their  relation  to 
Public  Health. 

He  returned  to  Glasgow  an  enthusiastic  Bacteriologist,  and 
shortly  after  his  return  he  published  in  one  of  the  leading  German 
medical  periodicals  the  results  of  his  examination  on  an  organism 
first  isolated  by  him  from  milk.  During  the  Autumn  he  carried 
on  a series  of  Bacteriological  observations  in  the  Western 
Infirmary  and  also  in  the  Ophthalmic  Institution,  and  he  proved 
of  valuable  assistance,  as  demonstrator,  in  the  autumn  Post- 


graduate  course  of  Bacteriology,  held  in  the  Pathological  Institute 
of  the  Western  Infirmary.  Further,  he  was  intrusted  with  several 
Bacteriological  investigations  by  the  late  Professor  Coats,  and  I 
know  that  the  work  done  was  regarded  by  Dr.  Coats  as  thorough 
and  reliable. 

In  now  applying  for  the  post  of  Bacteriologist  to  the  Corpor- 
ation of  Glasgow,  he  is  applying  for  a position  which  I believe  he 
would  fill  not  only  with  credit,  but  with  distinction.  His  claims 
for  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  Electors  rest  on  his  careful 
training  as  a Bacteriologist,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  on  the 
insight  which  he  has  obtained  into  the  working  of  the  Health 
Department  of  the  City,  and  on  the  experience  which  he  is  daily 
acquiring  in  the  City  of  Glasgow  Fever  Hospital. 

All  who  have  had  the  pleasure  of  working  with  Dr.  M‘Clure 
recognise  in  him  an  earnest  and  painstaking  investigator,  a keen 
and  accurate  observer,  a man  of  much  judgment  and  of  sterling 
character.

Public  Health  Department,  and  throughout  this  period  he  over- 
took the  Bacteriological  work  connected  with  this  Office.  Since 
April  1899,  he  has  held  the  appointment  of  Resident  Medical 
Officer  to  the  Glasgow  Fever  Hospital  at  Belvidere.
